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1,, Between 12 and 21 April 1951, Adler shof airfield was not 
occupied by aircraft* No. indications of an intended 
reoccupation were seen. About 1 , $00 to 2,000 VP -men were 
quartered in the barracks buildings on the southern edge 
of the field, where there were many motor vehicles parked 
in the hangars* There were no indications that the VP -men 
were given flight training. *

The field was intact and about 1,500 x 2,000 meters. ** 

The airfield buildings, in the northern section of the 
field,- were located within the fence around newly 
established industrial plants. Host of the buildings 
were demolished. *** An intact radio installation belonged 
to the airfield buildings. There was a wooden hut with 
a tower, about 12 meters high, on top of which a rod 
antenna , about 5' meters high was seen.* A searchlight about 
60 cm in diameter was mounted on a platform, it pointed 
toward the landin'? field. 


An air force unit is no longer believed 
to be stationed in Adlershcf. The field is exclusively 
used by VP units. It has not been observed that these 
units are g 1 van f 1 i g h t t r a 1 n i ng .
